The pool urged the government 
to recognize the principle of parity 
prices for all farm products: that 
farmers be permitted to deliver 
wheat-from the 1942 crop under 
the 1943 quota; that the price of 
wheat be raised from 90 cents to

ernment make plans Jo maintain the 
prices of grain, livestock, dairy and 
poultry products for at least three 


years after the war to prevent a

“Action N eeded Now 


The up-shot of the negotiations with 
Wartime Housing Ltd. and with the Dom 
inion real property administrator is that 
no new houses are being built in Edmon- 
ton or in prospect of being built here by 
either. And meantime the need for living 
quarters becomes greater and the over- 
crowding more serious. 

The congestion long since got beyond 
the question of convenience and suitable 
living conditions. The safety of large 
numbers of people is involved. For years 
it has been impossible to enforce the sanit- 
ary regulations respecting living space. 
The fire hazard grows as make-shift ar- 
rangements are employed to cram more 
people into the number of buildings avail- 
able. 

Mayor Fry is therefore very properly 
renewing the appeal to Wartime Housing 
Ltd. to build 250 new houses in Edmon- 
ton, The appeal cannot be made too 
strong, and if the company can do noth- 
ing the application should be shifted to the 
Government direct. 

It makes no difference whether build- 
ing is undertaken by Wartime Housing or 
by some other agency acting outside the 
scope of that organization, Emergent 
conditions have arisen in Edmonton, large- 
ly because of war activities, conditions 
which neither private enterprise nor the 
city can relieve. The Government should 
Step into the picture and get action started 
with no more delay.

A Lead From Britain 


Sir William Beveridge has certainly 
charted a revolutionary personal security 
scheme for the people of Britain, It is uni- 
versal in application, embracing rich and 
poor alike. It provides insurance against 
unemployment, sickness, accidents, with 
allowances for children, and retirement 
pensions for the aged. 

The money would of course be collect- 
ed by taxation, and it is estimated that 10 
or 11 per cent of the national income 
would be thus gathered in and redistribut- 
ed. The sum involved is placed at $2,788,- 
000,000 per year. 

It is expected that strong opposition 
to the plan will be offered by insurance 

ympanies and perhaps from other quar- 
ters. Though prepared at the request of 
the Government the chart is only that, and 
it may be changed in a good many respects 
before it is enacted into law. 
it that way lies the personal security 
for which people in all countries are long- 
ing. Nothing is less likely than that the 
scheme will be discarded and Britons told 
that the return of peace will mean a return 
to the insecurity of pre-war days. 

Prime Minister King some weeks ago 
outlined a program of safeguards against 
want, following much the same lines. It is 
to be supposed the necessary legislation 
will be brought down at the coming session 
of parliament, and that Canadians too will 
be fortified against any return of dis- 
tress conditions in future.

He Would Be Boss 


Admiral Darlan has dubbed himself 
chief of state for the French Empire, and 
created what he calls an imperial council 
in North Africa to help him administer the 
colonies there and elsewhere. 

The antics of the Admiral would be 
highly entertaining if the situation were 
less acute. His self-assurance is bound- 
less, if his trustworthiness is not. He 
seems to imagine he holds the whip-hand 
over the Allies because the officials at 
Dakar may remain “neutral” if he tells 
them to, At the same time he is asking 
Washington to supply him with munitions 
and food under the lease-lend plan! 

Washington is not at all likely to be 
taken in by this one-way proposal. If Dar- 
lan gets the supplies it will be on Wash- 
ington’s terms as to whether Dakar is to 
be pro-Ally or merely a demilitarized zone. 
Darlan’s idea of administering the French 
Empire is to put a price on his support for 
the Allies. The price being his recognition 
as the head of the Fighting French and 
heir presumptive to political first-place 
when France is restored to national inde- 
pendence. 

If it were not for the Allied troops in 
North Africa, Admiral Darlan would in all 
probability be at the present time either an 
inmate of a German prison camp or a 
fugitive somewhere in the desert. He did 
not scoot for Africa to help the Allies, but 
to save Darlan from the jealousy of Laval 
and the suspicion of Hitler. If the Admiral 
Supposes the Allied leaders do not know 
this he is a less clever man than he has
